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TRUCKEE, CAL., AGAIN 
BURNED DOWN! 


THE LOSS VARIOUSLY ESTIMATED 
AT FROM $200,000 TO $500,000, 
PARTIALLT INSURED. 


The Business Portion of the Town, In- 
cluding the “Republican” Office. 
Swept to the Ground-Osly 
Three Stores Saved. 


The Gazxtre's special reporter 
sends the following account of the 
disastrous conflagration which laid 
the town of Truckee in ashes last 
night: . 

The busivess portion of Truo- 
kee was almost completely de- 
stroyed last night by fire which 
originated sbout 9 r. M. last night 
at the kitchen of the White House, 
owned by Brazel Brickell. The build- 
ing was occupied by several women 
of the town.

THE HAILROADS. 


The Opinion of the Central Pacifle Or- 
ficers on the New Lines. 


A Gazsrtre reporter found an op- 
portunity to intérsiew Chas. Crocker, 
Vice-President of the Central Pacific, 
yesterday on the train, and used his 
chance to find cut what he knew of 
the new railroads across the State of 
Nevada. He seemed to be familiar 
with the operatioa and rather enjoyed 
it. In answer to the remark, “she 
people of Nevada are very much in- 
terested in the talk about new rail- 
roads across the State. What is your 
opinion of the probability of their be- 
ing built,” he said: “It is very easy 
to build railroads on paper. One 
company says in the newspapers that 
it has twenty-five millions of dollars 
raised. and yet it has not bought a 
mile of iron or moved a yard of earth. 
We cannot tell, though, what will be 
done. Money is very cheap and 
pleutiful and is seeking investment, 
and western railroad property is a 
very popular form of security just 
now.” 3 

Rep.—*‘Do you think the combina- 
tion that has been talked of will put 
its line through?” 

Mr. C.“ We only know what has 
been in the papers; but we discredit 
the story for several reasons. In the 
first place, there is not the business to 
justify any more roads. Those built 
and building will be able te do all 
the business that can possibly develop 
fur years tocome. The line contem- 
plated would be an expensive one to 
build and operate, and it is doubtful 
if the Uaion Pacific could throw it 
the California freight if it tried, be- 
cause the law of Congress says that 
the two roads must be operated as one 
continuous line,” 

Rep. —‘‘What measures will the 
Central Pacific Company take to keep 
their business if other lines are built 
and they are left without a connec- 
tion?“ 

Mr. C. — Well, we would propably 
keep our share of the freight and near- 
ly all of the passeuger business as long 
as we have the best line. If we are 
cut off we will build lines of our own 
into the Eastern States. We already 
have surveyors out on a route through 
South Pass in the Sweetwater country, 
in northern Wyoming. It will strike 
the north fork of the Platte river and 
cross over to the Niobrara, thence 
down to Yankton, Dakota. The 
country is open and the road would 
have a good local business. A party 
is on the west end now, and Mr. 
Huntington will soon send out one 
from the east to meet them.” 

Rep.—"It has been said that you 
will build to Denver?” 

Mr. C.—“We would have a harder 
country to build through and one that 
s cut up more than the northern dis- 
tricts. Still, we might go there if we 
get started in.” 

Rep. How about the north and 
south road tocarry wheat from Ore- 
zon to the Southern Pacific?” 

Mr. C. — That is part of our plan, 
aud will be built in time.“ 

Rep. — Where will it cross the Cen- 
tral Pacific?” 

Mr. C.—*At Wadsworth. It might 
come to Reno, but there are already 
roads there and we do not want to op- 
pose them.“ 

Rep. Gould's buying the Nevada 
Central makes his scheme look more 
like business. 

Mr. C.—“ Yes, it would be a small 
feeder for a road, but he probably 
does not own a share of it now. If 
he did not buy it for other parties he 
probably put it right on the market 
or hy pothecated it.” 

Rep.—“ The people of Nevada feel 
very hard about having to pay freight 
through and back. 
changed the road would have a fast 
friend in the State of Nevada.” 

Mr. C.—“ Ves; it is a pity that Ne- 
vada is not located on the shore of the 
ocean. 
railroads as cheap as they can run 
boats on the water, places lying in- 
land will have to pay higher freights.
